Takes a Long Time 
Queer that in almost six hun- 


dred years we are not all of us 
convinced that a precautionary 
measure of this sort is sood for 
us. We are fortunate to hive re- 
Guced the period cf seclusion and 
the time of quarantine is now rer- 
ulated by the character of the 
disease. but the name remains. 

The idea began with the first 
perception of what we now call 
the contagious nature of certain 
diseases. That is. these discases 
spread by contact of one pcrson 
with another. Hence, the only way 
to stop the disease was to prevent 
the contact. 

There has never been a more 
significant forward step in. the 
treatment of all disease. But we 
still think it is a smart trick to 
thwart the principles and prac- 
tice of quarantine. 

This ordinance was first insti- 
tuted against invasion by the 
plague that so devastated varicus 
seaport towns in those early days. 
With the advance of transporta- 
tion and communication the seri- 
ons need of precaution in the mat- 
ter of disease transmission was 
multiplied. 

After a time, it was seen that 
not only must infected individuals 
be detected and isolated, but cer- 
tain goods could carry the germs 
of disease as well as foods and 
liquids. Years of study and ohser- 
vation have clarificd and cone 
firmed the principles involved in 
this type of disease prevention. 

It remains to make human be- 
ines everywhere conscious of per- 
sonal responsibility in observing 
the regulations.

The articles of merchandise 
which from the earliest date were 
considered likely to carry disease 
germs included things like paper, 
rags. skins, furs or feathers. 

In this connection, it. is recalled 
that for hcalth’s sake m times of 
pestilence in ancient Athens or 
Pome. Hippocrates. the acknow|l- 


> edged authorily of the lume, or- 


dered ereat fires to be kept burn- 
ing in the streets. They were to be 
fed With swect gum wood. with 
herbs and drugs of sweet odor. 
This created a fragrant freshened 
air and provided a means of de- 
stroying rubbish of any kind that 
might carry contagion. 

Tt is still true that all articies 
that have come in contact with 
infectious disease. if they eannut 
be boiled or rubbed with antiseptic, 
should be destreyved Books and 
papers, rags and rugs. ehildren’s 
stuffed toys and picture books 
should be burned. [t is practically 
impossible to make them sterile. 
Before the quarantine is lifted the 
house should be made as hygienics 
ad clean as it is possible to make 
it. :
